in the Straights, hauing but 56. Men and 
Beyes aboard, againſt ſixe Gallies of 
the Twrker, being of Tunes, in Bar- 
bery, and had in them of Soul- 
dicrs,Saylors,& Slaues, 
1800. men.

of Fame, | 

Whole volumes are filled with the Honaꝛs of theſe 
nationes, as wee which now liuc, by true reco2dcs 
can teffcfie, che ſundzy Famous victozpes by them ats 
chined, and their excellent admired pzawes. Theſe 
were the times of true loue and honour. This made 
dhe Coward hardy, and the faint-hearted Dwaine, to 
aduance themſelues, in hope co gaine, vnto their poſtc⸗ 
rities everlaſting fame. Db that aux Nation wou'dim- 
mitace theſe true tipes ofhonour, to noꝛiſh ſuch as - 
nenture their liues and eſtates, fo welfare tb their 
Country: then there is no doubt, but in time of trays 
dies, when balvur ſhould be Homne, wee Hould inde 
many wozthy perſons, onder ſimple babites, that would 
purchaſe to their country housz, e fame to themſelues. 
But our Countries chatity is too too colo, fo giue Uir*« 
tue her due in ſuch peopic, the moze it 's to be pittped, 
that ſachmen as merit eichet by vale ut, e other indu⸗ 
ſtozous ments, (ould not be. feſtezed and well ce: 
Warder. But ſuch is the hazdfaclſe of heart -in moſt, 
now a dapes, that Let a man adueuture their lines avs

oncouragement to men, rather ts lole their lines, 
then part with that is committed to their charge, in 
any fleight manner. Judg pou that read and know what 
pou read, how many Ships and men of our Kacion, 
bath been taken by thele Pyꝛats, thoſe homecides that 


lurke about the South Cape, Barbery, g the Straights, 
to ſurpꝛiſe ſuch as trade in honeſt Merchants affaires, 
the Owners and Perchants to therr cok, can veſt tell: 
of which no doubt, {ome haut been cowardip ſurpziſed, 
and others ouer-matched; whereby the Companies fal- 
ling into their hands, are impꝛiſoned, and often times 
made lines to thoſe Heathen nations that tryumph 
aner them, to the viter ruine of them E their fo2 euer. 

Theſe are things to be pittyed, e truly of all Chziſi- 
ans to be lamented: and J could wiſh that ſuch men that 
aduenture ts the ſeaes, map with true compaſſion confſs 
der of ſuch as doe deſerue well j ſo hall they be ſure ta 
haue their ſeruice truly perfozmmed, and their Goovs in 
vetter ſeturitie then often times they baue. But leauing 
that to God, who guideth mens hearts, let mee recount 
unte pou a moſt woꝛthy and daliant exployt perfo zmed 
not long ſince by two ſmall Dyips of the Citie of Lon 
don, ageniſt ſtxe Gallyes of Tunes in Barbery, ntete 
vm the Jle of May-yorcke within the Straights; te 
the great commendations of the FPaiſters and Com- 
pany of them, as you _ turther vnderſtand. 
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N the beginning of chis lat Wommer, a Uopage 
by ſundzy Perch aunts of London was pzetended 
co certaine Ports mithin the Scraights ot Ieboral- 
' tarrez who fo the Copage had appoynted two ſmall 


Shipp, the one called the Vineyard, of che. burthen 


of a hundzed ant twenty Tunnes, oz there-aboucs, 


whoſe Patfter fo2 the voyage, was Patfter Richard: 


Harrice of Lee in Eſſex ; a verp honeſt and religions 
mm, and as valiant and full of courage, as otherwiſe of 
good gouerament ; The other, the Vnicorne of Lon- 
don, of the burthen of ahundzed and fourtie Tumaes, 


ozthert-aboutes; whoſe Paiftcr (82 the Uoyage, was- 


'Paifter Gardner of Wapping necre London; a man 
endowed with honeflte, religion, and vallour. 

- Thele two good Shtps, being victealed fo} the vis- 
age, and mannedboth Ships with fiftie fre men and 
doyes, Perchantes, and Paſſengers, in all, hates 

ing taken in then Lading, and all fict:nx fo2 their 
vie in che Clopage;efter their ſolemne farewell taken of 
the Owners and Avuenturers, as che Perchantes ac= 
cuſtome to doe, ſet Sople from London, and ariued at 
Lee, where they made ſome ſmall tap cx(pecting a faire 
Winde to pꝛoceede, whoſe hopes it pleaſed God to 
further, and on the twentie thzee day ot May now laft 
paſt, to ſend them their wiſhed deſires z which they 
- neglectey not, but taking opoztunitie, ſet Sople the 
ſame twentie thꝛee of May And was ſo fauszed of 
him that ruleth by his [Bower both Muds, and Seas, 


that they were ener in the way of the U md, vncill they 


tame to the South Cape, where they had light ofthzee 
tall Shippes, men of Carre, which were of Algeere, 
in Barbarie, full of Dzdinance and men.

Thele Ships gane vs chace, which did in ſome ſmall 
manner dilmap vs; pet putting aur truſt in Sov, whole 
pleaſure is to lay our feares and care bpoa him, wee 
reſolued, if they were Friends, to bid them welcome z 
if Enemies, to defend our lelues. 

Chele Sbippes myning vpan vs, one of them came 
vp aud hayled vs, bidding vs ampae : To whom ous 
M uſter lapd ; Dae you pour wozll, wee feare you not, 
Then demaunded they of whence we were + Our Mai⸗ 
Qer Harrice, P. of the Vineyard auſwered, of Lon- 
don, nd baund fe2 Turkey; and aſked of. whence they 
were $ Df Argeorc, ſapd they. 

CQhile they bad this ſþ82t patlie with vs, they tooke 
good notice of our Dhippes, and law the redineſſe wee 
were in to defende our ſi laes: and imagining by our 
Pattlters rough anſwere, that me cared lit:le fo2 them, 
they made no longer tap, but ſpzong their loste, and 
boze roome againe ints the Sea, 

Thcir departure ſo ſodainly, gave vs (ome com- 
fozt, although wee feared them not: pet conſidering we 
came fo: Trafficke and nat foz UW{Jarres, wee rather 
deſired Peace, (if it pleaſed God) then Bzoples; from 
which at that time, it pleaſed him to delmet vs: Unto 
whom foz his pzeſeruation, we acknowledged ſuch hears 
ty thankes and pꝛapſes, as became vs. 

This Danger (by Gods permiſſion) being ouer⸗ 
paſt, as (ade ſerued fo; vs, we put intoche Straight. 
keeping our courſe foz Leagchorne, which was the 
fx Moꝛt of our diſchargs 
ben — neert vate May-yorcke,an Aan 
in the Dea, wee had light of Le great Gallyes men of 
Marre, all of Tunes, aud ant other Pozt vader, the 
Turke, Thele * came with vs, wma 


M. Harrice, and M. Gardner, 
their bel ſtrength of Dares and Daples, to come to 
s, wee ſering the ſpeed they made, began to coniet⸗ 

cure wee ſhould baue mot te doe With them, then 
wee willingly would : wheredpon our Pailter P, 
-Harrice ,cauſed the Vineyards Boate to bee hoyſted 
our, the Vnicorne beeing favre from bs, and the Deas 
being calme and no (Rindeftrring, ſo wee towed our 
hippe to the Vnicorne, and furide our maine Daple, 
p2ouiding our ſelues as well as we could : which done, 
doꝛ went to pzaper, humbly intrexting his devine apde, 
that neuer leanethhis people, to helpe vs, and to bee 
our tcomtoꝛt in this diſtreiſe. 

By this tyme, the Gallyes were all in fue light, 
fo that wee might well deſcry their numbers of men. 
Thenfiue of them left to row, and the ſixt Gally came 
towards vs; andhapling our Dhippes after the man- 
ner of the Dea, aſked of whence we were + Dur Mai⸗ 
fter. anſwered, of London, and bound fo Turkey, 
Then cryed the Turkes, All friends, all friendes, 
Then dio they enquire what Pen of 7Uarre wee has 
met wichall, ez ſeene without the Straights, oz lately? 
Whom wee ſimply tolve of the thzee Dhippes wee 
ſpoke with : ſo ama they went from vs, making ſpeed 
to their ſtue couſozts, that Kaped fo; them. 

The ſodaine aud friendly parting with tis Gallep, 
raue vs hape wee ſhouls haue no further trouble with 
them, no? his fellowes ; pet durſt not cruſt them, but 
made readytodefend our. ſelucs, as ſodainelp as wee 
could, getting as neere vnto the Vnicorne our conſozt, 
3s wee migbt, that beeingueere, wee might fight wich

Thie time the Gallyes helde counſiple togeathtt 
what they (ould dee: At length, hauing concluded 
our finall ouerthzew as it ſetmed, they all came vpon 
vs with ail the violent fozce they rould: aud comming 
vp firſt with the Vnicorne, they pow2ed into her 
their ſmall Shotte, as Dale in compariſon, They 
lying fo cloſe aboard, the Vineyard made their Shotte 
ſo hotte vpon them, that feure of them came aboarde 
her, and left the Vnicorne but two. 


An this conflict, wee pooxe men were not idle; but. 

ſo applyed our D2dinaunce, which wee laded with 
Croflſe-barres, Cale-Vhoote, and Round Bpllets, 26 
greatly annoycd them. 


In the firſt encounter, wee had our Boatſon liing 
and one other man, aud thzee hurt 1 Aud the Vaicorae 
two men lane, and two hurt. 

The Gallyes lying Kill by vs, maintapned the fighs 
derp hotly, and plye d their Shotte vpon vs, that out 
turne D1des, aud battered: Stearne can pet witneſſe 
it : beſides our Sayles-lo Motte, that fourty poundes 
cannot make good that harme ene ly. 

Deadly and full of reſolution on both parties ta 
full howers by the Glalle, tontinued this ſight 3 in 
which all our Companies, were faine to pꝛoaue Guns 
ners, noconely.-che Paiſter and his Mate, butalithe 
reſt ; Amougit which, Þ map not fezget the papnes 
and induſtry of one of Paiſter Harrices Pates, p. 
Wotton z whole ſkill andreavinefſe was ſuch, in ap» 
———— ane in out quarter, 

ich lay to doe the Enemie molt ſpople, that hee did 


them great harme, aud made them daue ſmall hope of 
2 ours. 
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our touqueſt, which they expected. 

Vlelled de the all powerfull God, who after twp 
howers of very dangerous fight, one ſhette from the 
Vineyard did them ſach ſpople, as with a great ano 
moſt dyead full Mieke chey fell all from vs, and went 
their wayes. And in good time foz them; fo2 J thinke 
if they had Kaped longer, they had ſome of them ſunke 
. by our ide»; ap ſhouly ſeeme by chetr ſodaine bzinging 
foure of them vpon the Carcere ts op their leakes. 

T bus by the mercte and power of our Gov, were 
wee freed from this great and dangerous perill where: 
in wee hadUke to hane fallen, paſt hope of man, oncly 
dis Percy that 'glueth victozie at his will, dn 
vs: To whoſe bleſſed name, all pꝛayſe and honour be 
— ed, who not oncly ſet vs free from our Foes, but 
t inſtant, ſent vs a fate leading gale of Minde: 
— — ſayle, and kept our courſe fo2 
Leaghorne, which was the firft Yozt of our diſcharge ; 
giuing SOD molt humble thankes fog our diliue- 
rance. - 
- White wee made Tay at Leaghorne, the Duke of 
' Fldrencrs Gellyes? who are moſt cymes abjoave in 
ſerutce,came intotheRoadetin one of them was a le, 
who ſpoke with the Capcaine of the Admirzll Gally, 
— — $pmpha cn they let their mayned E hurt 

This Captaine repojted to the Ie bering of his 
acquaſnlatice, that there were in theſe ſire Gallies one 
chouland eight hundzed men of all fozts : aud in the

Thus haue you heard (to the glozp of God, and the 
deſernen commcadations, of hole valerous and bus 
daunted ſpꝛigꝭte) The molt reſalute aud wozthy Cone 
queſt of che ſixe Gallpes ; who beeing not ahandfull in 
regard of their multicudes, which were ncere Tenn foz 
one, and ſo well appoynted with Pen and Punition, 
thas they thought chemlelues ſufficient, to encounter 
greater forces, 

But we haue euer heard aud knowue, that victszis 
confiſteth not in ftrengeh ol Hozſe 2 Ban, thongh 
they be neuer ls mightie : but in the all Powerful 
band of Gad, who in the middeſt of greateſt dauns 
gers, oomfoztech them, thad with fapthfull heartes 
call vpon him, : | 

And mod truelp, by thaſe woxthy men Maiſtet 
Harrice, and Paiſter Gardner, aud there companies 
iteappeareth, who doubtleſſe ace gratious men in the 
paeſence of Godz ſuch is their gouetnment, their 5eole 
to Gay and his true Religion: ſuch doth God in all di⸗ 
ſtreſles comioꝛt, foʒ ſo is his pzomile, that neder fayleth 
his ferugnts : Je is his holy hand, that hath done this 
los them agen ail cxpectation of men, Fo2 which his 
bleCed-name be euet pzapled. ES 
Aud -J wilh molt heartily, chat ſuch. Owners and 
Perchantes, which baue ſuch ſapthfu'l people to desi
